Not long nt'terwards he also moved 
from Nevada and located in California 
and for the last many years has been 
and now is an honored and influential 
citizen of Holliater. With his most 
estimable wife and family it seems he 
has found a cafe haven where he is 
willing to end his days. 


Doc Kords while a resident of Galena 


practiced medicine as a profession and 
at times engaged in the poultry busi- 
ness as a diversion. He established a 
reputation while with us and then like 
so many others went to California, 
whore he amassed a fortune. He sowed 
his wild oats in Nevada and for many 
years has lived an exemplary life in 
oar sister State. Of the nine peroons 
named above but a single one ia still 
with us—Henry B. Tiffany. Thirty-odd 
years ago found Mr. Tiffany in the tim- 
ber lands west of oar valleys and 
there ha is now.

Ike Navel Orange ana How It Came to 


This Country. 


The first navel orango was doubtless 


a freak or "sport," as horticulturists 
say. To make such a fruit by artifice 
would be impossible. It is abnormal 
evt-u iu the bud. The navol shows in the 
bud as early ns the latter can be ex- 
amined under the microscope. It may 
even bo traced back to the flower, which 
is double—though that word does not 


;press the idea very well, each blossom 
aviug a secondary blossom within it. 
i the developed fruit the uavel is itself 
secondary orange, in some specimens 
aviiig a distinct skin surrounding it. 
The two story orange is no novelty.

'his is the earliest reference known, 
'he blossoms rarely have any pollen, and 
be fruit is usually, though uot always, 
eedlcss. Tho variety is reproduced by 
juddiug. Where it originated is not 
known with certainty, but it wca prob- 
ably iu southern Asia. 'Cheucc it was 
brought to tho region of the Mediterra- 
nean mid eventually diffused over the 
world. A lady who had traveled in 
Brnziltolcl Mr. Sannders, chief gardener 
of tho department of agriculture, about 
tho orange, which she had seen in that 
country. Acting on this information, 
Mr. Sannders told a Star reporter that 
lie sent to Bahia and secured a dozen 
young budded trees. These reached the 
United States iu 1870, being tho first 
navol oraugo trees known hero. 


From these trees others were propa- 


gated. One of tho first batch thus ob- 
tained is now in tho orange house of the 
department of agriculture. In 1S73 two 
of the trees were sent to Mrs. L. C. Tib- 
bets of Riverside, Gal. At tho same time 
others were sent to Florida. But those 
planted in California fruited more quick- 
ly and wore tho first to attract attention. 
It soon became evident that the climate 
of that state was bettor suited to tho 
cultivation of this variety. In Florida it 
is not sufficiently productive—i. e., does 
not bear freely enough to bo profitable. 
Nevertheless tho (most navel oranges 
coui'3 from Florida, though they are uot 
so handsome as those from California.
